MOSCOW d pi 
West Germany 
and th e Soviet Union signed an 
agre em ent tonight covering tho es­ 
tablishment of diploma tic relations 
between the two countries 
The agreement was reached at 
the end of five days of talks be­ 
twit n deleg t i o n s headed by West 
G erman Chancellor Konrad Aden­ 
auer and Soviet Pre m ie r Nikolai 
Bulganin 
It was considered one of the 
most significant international acts 
since the end of World W a r II, in 
u h u h the two nations were bitter 
enemies 
The 
historic 
arr an g e m en t 
was 
signed by Adenau er and Bulganm 
in the white mar ble ch am ber of 
the Spiridonovka Palace 
Provisions of the agre em ent wert* 
not revealed immediately. 
Details were expected to be giv­ 
en in a final joint communiqu e p re ­ 
pared bv Soviet Foreign Mimst<r

Molotov and Bonn Foreign 
Minister Heinrich von Brentano. 
Three Demands 
Molotov and Von Brentano sat 
down together to draw up the joint 
statement after a prolonged final- 
plenary session which ended the 
dramatic talks

IO Years in 
Prison at Tokyo 


W ASHINGTON 
T he U n it­ 
e d States and seven o ther govern­ 
m ents will soon approve the release 
of Ja p a n ’s seven top war crim inals 
still held in prison, it was learned 
today. 
D iplomatic sources said the eight 
governm ents would 
announce 
in 
the 
n ear fu tu re that 
the seven 
“tirade A" w ar crim inals are eli­ 
gible for parole. 
Two or th ree of the war crim e 
aals would be released almost im 
mediately afterw ards, these sourc 
es said The others probably would 
bo freed over the next few months. 
The 
Japanese 
prisoners 
have 
served almost IO years in Sugtrmo 
Prison in Tokyo. 
They w ere con­ 
victed of atrocities and oth er crim es 
against A llied forces in the Pacific 
during W orld W ar II. 
T hey are Kingoroo Hashimoto, 
president of the ultra right wing 
Sakisei Party; Naoki Hoshino, for­ 
m er official of the Japanese pup­ 
pet governm ent in Manchuria; Koi- 
chi Fido, form er m inister of the im ­ 
perial household; Hiroshi Oshir.ia, 
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former ambassador to Nazi Ger­ 
many; Telchi Suzuki, former chief 
of the cabinet planning board; OM* 
1 nori Kaya, former finance minis­ 
ter, and Kenryo Sato, former di- 
| rector of the army military afairs 
bureau. 
[ 
Besides the United States, these 
nations have a voice in the release 
of the war criminals: 
Britain, Can­ 
ada, Australia, New Zealand, Pak­ 
istan, France, and the Netherlands. 
At least two-thirds of the eight 
m em bers of the International Mill 
tary T ribunal, which conducted the 
war crimes trials, must approve 
the release of any “CIM* A ” war 
I criminals. 
Russia has no say in 
the matter because it did not sign 
the Japanese peace treaty.
